Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 29-42 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose nor otherwise render obvious a method and apparatus to determine 
density and air content of oil comprising an air-oil mixer, a Venturi pipe, whereby the oil 
sample is delivered at a known flow rate and whereby the density of the oil can be 
determined based upon said know flow rate, and wherein air content is determined, in 
combination with all other limitations of the independent claims.
